THE  CONTROVERSERY  ON  THE 
ATION  IN  GENESIS. 


It  is  with  serious  regret  that  one  sees  the  rath¬ 
er  unfraternal  and  somewhat  intolerant  spirit 
manifest  in  some  of  the  discussions  about  the 
charges  of  heresy  in  regard  to  the  teachings  of 
"Science"  In  our  colleges,  and  especially  as  when 
in  apparent  conflict  with  Genesis.  It  is  unfortu 
nale  that  good  brethren  must  differ,  sometimes  so 
radically,  about  fundamental  doctrines.  But  this 
seems,  in  a  great  measure,  unavoihable  under  pre- 
sent  human  limitations, 
even  among  the  well  educated, 
or,  ability  to  formulate 
scientific  theory,  in  its  incipient  stage, 
harmonious  with  accepted  facts, 

And  it  is  still  more  regretable,  that  in 


Comparatively  few  men, 
have  the  talent, 
aft  expression  of  a  new 
ln  terms 
and  principles, 
some  In¬ 
stances,  there  Is,  apparent,  a  disposition  not  t0  bo 
harmonious,  nor  evert,  conservative;  and  theso  are 
often  the  talented  leaders  pf  destructive  criticism 
—enemies  of  the  Christ,  who  lead  the  immature 
young  scientists  into  many  a  logical  trap  and 
false  position,  before  they  have  learned  the  art 
of  expressing  their  falg  position,  before  they  have 
learned  the  art  of  expressing  their  new-born 
theories  consistently  with  their  own  established 
principles.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  very  few, 
indeed,  who  have  that  breadth  of  view,  and  intel¬ 
lectual  culture,  to  loofc  at  a  radically  new  dis¬ 
covery,  outside  the  purVlew  of  their  limited  know, 
ledge,  without  prejiduoe  and  without  malice. 

By  high  and  competent  authority  is  was  said 
of  one  prominent  professor  in  the  Chicago  Uni¬ 
versity,  (wh0  had  made  himself  notorious,  by 
some  "scientific"  pronunclamentis),  that  he  seem¬ 
ed  "incapable  of  expressing  himself  correctly,” 
consistently  with  his  own  settled  convictions.  His 
explanations,  in  answer  to  criticism  required  ex¬ 
planations  more  and  more.  Great  allowance 
should  be  made  for  these  imperfections  and  short¬ 
comings  of  such  unfortunate  brethren.  And  cer¬ 
tainly  they  should  have  kindly  consideration  in 
the  criticisms  of  their  stronger  brethren,  who  can 
think  deeper,  higher,  broader  and  so  much  long¬ 
er,  both  backward  and  forward,  than  their  more 
rash  and  not  less  ambitious  fellows,  who  aspire 
sometimes  to  think  out  aloud,  j 

The  theory  of  evolution  is  on  trial  before  the 
public,  and  has  been  so,  now,  for  more  than  one 
generation.**  And  yet  many  of  the  public  appear 
not  to  know  that  there  are  different  theories  of 
evolution;  or,  It  knowing  So  much,  are  not  able 
to  distinguish  between  them.  It  Is  common  to 
hear  one  speak  rashly  of  the  Darwinian  theory 
of  evolution  and  betray  an  ignorance  of  what  Dar¬ 
win  did  really  teach  on  this  subject.  The  charge 
that  lie  taught  man’s  evolution  from  the  monkey, 
is  not  exactly  true,  but  thq  Inference  Is  perhaps 
excusable  in  those  who  arp  not  able  to  see  the 
difference.  Yet  justice  to  Darwin  and  others  who

History  records  the  bitter  fight  made  against  the 
Coperpican  system  of  astronomy,  and  the  Roman 
CathcBlc  fight,  excathedra,  against  the  “unortho- 
dofc"  J, theories  of  Galileo,  and  the  "Visionary* 
schemes  of  Christopher  Cdlumbus;  now  all  ac¬ 
cepted  generally  as  orthodox  and  scientifically 
correct.  It  is  scarcely  more  than  fifty  years  since 
theji!  science  of  Geology  had  a  fight  for  its  recog* 
nitRfn,  because  it  was  supposed  to  be  antagonistic 
to  fitap  teahings  of  the  Bible.  But  intelligent, 
scienlllfic  theologians  soon  showed  the  remarkable 
harmony  between  the  scientific  revelations  of 
Geology,  and  the  Divine  revelation  of  the  Bible;

Son 
ing  work  was  going  on  w  hite  we  were I  there  and 
wo  saw  the  bodies  of  people  being  uncovered  that 
had  been  burled  some  thousands  of  years.  Here 
we  were  Khown  the  images  of  Its  salcred  hulls 
that  were  made  in  upp<4r  Egypt  and  brought  to 
Memphis  and  Sakkara.  ja  distance  of  over  five 
hundred  miles,  more  than  four  thousand  years  ago. 
These  granite  statues  Weighed  many  tons  and 
they  were  brought  to  Memphis  on  rafts  i  nd  carried 
from  Memphis  to  Sakkara  on  rollers  and  placed 
to  position.  The  EgyptlAns  worshipped  the  bulls 
that  had  white  feet  anti  tail  and  forshead  and 
they  hurried  these  in  the  granite  aartjphagl  and 
joined  them  In  these  total*.  The  Egyptians  wor¬ 
shipped  the  bulls  which  iwere  sacred  tp  them  be¬ 
cause  perhaps  they  looked  upon  them  *»  connect¬ 
ed  in  some  way  with  their  'prosperity.  I  This  was 
true  of  their  worship  df  other  llvingj  creeturee 
because  they  were  connected  with  their  brosperity. 
llow  strange  it  is  that  people  who  are  intelligent 
in  many  things  are  so  ii^norunt  in  relliious  mat¬ 
ters.

In  the  zero  hour  of  the  night — two— to'clock — 
I  awoke  the  other  night  to  face  a  big,  fearsome 
question  born  of  (treat  fatigue  and  depression— 
“Supposing  Baptist  women  should  fail  ■;  in  their 
great  purpose!  Tben  what?" 

I  lay  staring  at  the  darknesss,  cold  and  tremb¬ 
ling,  while  the  words  said  themselves  again  and 
again — Suppose ■  they  should  fail'.  .Then  whatt 
I  turned  the  torturing  thought  over  In  hiy  mind 
— It  was  the  hour  of  unfaith  and  of  fear.  :  Then  in 
my  heart  thre  whispered  the  voice  of  a  great  hope 
'T  am  standing  on  the  promises  of  Ood." 

But  dear  women,  dear  comrades,  I  want  to  put 
the  question  squaijely  up  to  you.  Are  we  going  to 
fail?  There  are  ctrta’n  attitudes  that  will  lead  to 
certain  failure,  certain  others  that  will  Insure  sue 
cess.  We  may  be  complaisant,  proud  of  our  or¬ 
ganization,  self-confident.  Then  we  shall  fail.  Our 
trust  must  be  not  In  organization,  no  matter  how 
perfect,  but  In  the  living  God.  We  may  be  timid, 
fearful,  without  daring  to  face  Impossible  odds. 
We  may  be  like  Peter  seeing  the  waves  and  feel¬ 
ing  the  wind  as  he  tried  to  walk  on  th*  waters 
— then  we  shall  begin  to  sink. 

We  may  be  prayerless,  then  we  shall  fall. 

We  may,  on  the  other  hand,  have  the  urgency 
of  a  great  conviction  of  the  Importance,  the  ab¬ 
solute  necessity  of  our  task.  Insomuch  as  we  are 
possessed  of  this*  we  shall  have  each  one  the 
fighting  strength  of  ten.  Let  us  be  convinced 
women,  possessed!  women.  We  can  sell  a  great 
proposition  like  ours  to  the  denomination  only 
when  we  have  flrkt  sold"  It  to  ourselves. 

We  may  have  a  spirit  of  sacrifice  that  will  work 
miracles,  remove  mountains.  If  only  we  can  take 
the  passionate  pouring  out  of  gifts  for  the  coun¬ 
try  and  sublimate  It  to  a  greater  Intensity  for  the 
cause  of  Christ —  the  greater  cause  demanding  the 
greater  sacrifice,  we  shall  not  fall.

Some  of  the  rest  of  us  felt  that  we 
would  In  the  end  gain  by  avoiding 
debt.  Many  of  the  missionaries  shared 
our  feeling  that,  greatly  as  they  need¬ 
ed  the  money  asked  for,  we  would 
more  certainly  keep  the  confidence  of 
the  denomination  behind  the  work  and 
the  workers  if  we  did  not  by  ^appro¬ 
priations  make  a  debt.  We  are  willing 
of  course,  that  everybody  shall  have 
their  opinion  as  to  the  wisdom  or 
unwisdom  of  the  course  which  the 
Board  has  pursued.  Only  let  it  be 
understood  by  all  that  If  we  had  made 
appropriations  according  to  great  and 
urgent  need,  we  would  have  had  a  mil¬ 
lion  dollar  debt  to  report  to  the  Con¬ 
vention. 

It  must  be  understood  also  that  while 
we  did  not  have  an  actual  debt,  we  did, 
after  cutting  out  nearly  a  million  and

paid  there  was  $1,619,174.13.  This 
latter  sum  less  the  $103,342.43  is  need- 
ad  to  pay  appropriations  which  have 
already  been  made  and  are  due  be¬ 
fore  Dec.  31.  Much  of  It  is  due  at 
this  time,  but  seeing  that  the  money 
with  which  to  pay  the  appropriations 
falling  due  before  May  would  not  be 
In  hand  by  that  time,  we  asked  the 
missionaries  to  hold  'up  their  drafts 
m  the  Board  until  after  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  These  drafts  wll  cbme  along  now 
by  almost  every  Pacific  and  Atlantic 
mall  steamship,  and  It  is  necessary  for 
us  to  begin  borrowing  money  at  once 
in  order  to  meet  these  drafts.  After 
cutting  nearly  a  million  and  a  quarter 
from  the  estimates  we  must  receive 
before  January  $1,500,000  or  make  a 
debt. 

To  the  above  obligations  must  be  add 
ed  $224,354.49  which  is  now  due  the 
two  seminaries  and  the  Baptist  Bible 
Institute  if  these  educational  insti¬ 
tutions  call  upon  the  Board  to  advan- 
-e  the  loans  which  the  Convention  in 
1920  instructed  the  Board  to  advance 
to  them. 

The  above  Is  the  Board's  present  fi¬ 
nancial  condition.  The  missionaries 
and  the  educational  institutions  have 
been  patient  with  us.  In  this  way 
and  by  economy  we  have  been  able  to 
keep  out  of  debt.  Shall  we  now  pay 
the  appropriations  which  have  been 
made  and  relieve  the  mlslonarles?  or 
-thall  we  still  say  to  them,  do  not 
draw  on  the  Board  for  the  money 
which  has  been  appropriated?  Speak¬ 
ing  for  myself  I  do  not  want  a  debt. 
I  believe  that  In  the  end  »'«  will  gain 
by  avoiding  a  debt  even  though  the 
cause  suffers  seriously  on  the  foreign 
field  for  a  time.  As  I  see  It,  the  only 
way  for  us  to  meet  the  pressing  needs 
on  the  field  and  at  the  same  time 
keep  out  of  debt  Is  for  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  as  quickly  as  they  can  to  roll  up 
some  great  contributions  to  this  im¬ 
periled  cause.  There  is  absolutely  no 
other  way  to  save  the  cause  and  keep 
out  of  debt.  We  must  as  certain  as
